Where  We  Came  From  .  .  . 

Wake  Forest  Medical  School  opened  in  1902  in  Wake 
County  with  13  students;  Abraham  Flexner,  in  his 
historic  1910  report,  praised  the  small  school.  In  1939 
the  will  of  Bowman  Cray,  CEO  of  R.J.  Reynolds  Tobacco 
Co.,  donated  money  to  establish  a  medical  school  in 
Winston-Salem.  In  1941  the  Wake  County  Medical 
School  moved  to  Winston-Salem  with  72  students  and 
joined  Baptist  Hospital  (established  in  1923  by  the  NC 
Baptist  State  Convention)  to  become  the  69th  academic 
medical  center  in  the  nation.  In  1959  the  Cray  Building 
is  named  in  honor  of  James  A.  Gray,  president  of  RJR, 
who  established  a  $1 .7  million  trust  for  the  school. 
Watlington  Hall  is  named  in  honor  of  John  F. 
Watlington,  President  of  Wachovia  Bank,  who  funded  a 
major  rebuilding  program. 

Today,  NCBH  is  the  largest  hospital  in  western  North 
Carolina  with  806  beds  and  21  state-of-the-art  surgery 
suites.  AirCare,  a  helicopter  emergency  medical  service 
IS  part  of  NCBH's  designation  as  a  Level  One  trauma 
center.  NCBH  recently  added  a  PET  scanner  to  its  MRI 
Center. 

Under  Dr.  Richard  Janeway,  BGSM  now  ranks  in  the 
top  third  in  NIH  research  funding,  with  $61  million  in 
grants  in  1993.  Hanes  Research  Building  devotes 
130,000  sq.  ft.  to  research  and  has  92  labs.  BGSM  has  a 
long  history  of  research  in  three  areas:  atherosclerosis, 
cancer  and  stroke,  and  now  is  a  Vanguard  Center  for  the 
Women's  Health  Initiative.  The  Center  for  the 
Neurobiological  Investigation  of  Drug  Abuse  is  studying 
the  basis  of  substance  abuse. 

In  1993,  construction  of  the  J.  Paul  Stricht  Center  on 
Aging  and  Rehabilitation  was  begun.  With  $9  million  in 
federal  support,  the  new  Center  for  Research  on  Human 
Nutrition  and  Chronic  Disease  Prevention  will  double  the 
amount  of  research  space  available  by  1995.

Dr.  Katherine  Anderson  (1909-1978),  on  the 
Pediatric  faculty  for  33  years,  was  the  first 
woman  elected  President  of  the  Forsyth 
County  Medical  Society.  She  developed 
these  Physician  Assistant  program  and  was 
its  Medical  Director.  Dr.  Ruth  O'Neal 
(1915-1990),  on  the  Pediatric  faculty  since 
1948,  brought  national  attention  to  the 
health  needs  of  disadvantaged  children,  and 
founded  the  BC  child  abuse  team  and  the 
Battered  Women's  Shelter,  Dr.  Lucile  Hutaff 
(1912-1987)  of  the  Department  of  Medicine 
and  Pathology  was  BGSM's  first  full-time 
female  faculty  member  in  1945.
